The  year  just  elapsed  must  be  reckoned  as  a  notable 
one  in  the  history  of  our  Institution.  Its  work,  in  all  the 
departments  has  extensively  increased ;  its  sphere  of  use¬ 
fulness  in  the  relief  and  care  of  the  sick,  has  broadened 
to  a  degree  not  surpassed  by  any  other  institution.  But 
more  than  all,  is  the  building  of  the  new  Clinical  Amphi¬ 
theatre,  now  nearing  completion,  which  promises  to  surpass 
in  beauty  of  design  and  in  the  perfection  of  its  appointments 
any  existing  building  of  a  similar  character.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent. 


The  year  of  1896  will  be  memorable  in  the 
history  of  the  Hospital  in  the  improvements  which  have 
been  made. 

On  the  twelfth  of  May  the  corner  stone  of  the  New 
Clinical  Amphitheatre  was  laid  with  Masonic  ceremonies. 
Addresses  were  made  by  the  Hon.  Daniel  H.  Hastings, 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania,  and  Hon.  Charles  Warwick 
Mayor  of  Philadelphia.  During  the  summer  the  build¬ 
ings  on  18th  Street  were  fitted  up  as  a  Maternity  and 
Children’s  Department. 

A  new  boiler  for  heating  purposes,  and  also  for  an  elec¬ 
tric  light  plant  of  sufficient  power  for  furnishing  1000  lamps 
has  just  been  finished.  It  will  in  addition  to  giving  better 
service  save  a  large  amount  yearly  to  the  Hospital  for  gas. 

Through  the  auspices  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Society,  a 
marked  change  has  been  made  in  the  appearance  of  the 
general  Hospital.  All  the  hallways,  corridors,  and  the 
rotunda  have  been  painted,  new  floors  laid,  and  the  first 
floor  wainscoted. 

Dr.  John  H.  Egan  who  has  served  as  Registrar  for 
several  years,  was  elected  Senior  Resident  Physician  in 
January. 

The  Resident  Physicians,  Drs.  Samuel  Noll,  Clarence 
T.  Fairies,  Frank  Roberts,  B.  Frank  Shires,  and  Walter 
Hibshman,  whose  terms  had  expired  were  succeeded  by 
Drs.  Stewart  Reeser,  E.  H.  Porch,  James  F.  Donnelly, 
Henry  C.  Polkinhorn,  and  William  J.  Rush. 
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Miss  Minerva  T.  Daily  resigned  as  head  of  the 
Training  School,  and  was  succeeded  by  Miss  L.  Y.  Lude- 
kens  who  also  resigned.  Her  place  was  filled  as  Direct¬ 
ress  of  Nurses  by  Mrs.  Katharine  A.  Taylor,  formerly  of 
St.  Timothy’s  Hospital  at  Roxborough. 

With  the  development  of  an  institution  comes  the 
need  of  new  conveniences  and  necessities,  and  we  require 
now  an  incinerating  plant,  an  ice  machine,  a  separate 
building  for  a  Nurse’s  Home,  better  rooms  for  the 
Resident  Physicians,  and  a  new  elevator.  The  contract 
has  already  been  given  out  for  a  new  kitchen,  and  a 
delirium  tremens  ward.  The  statistics  of  the  Hospital 
will  be  found  on  another  page.

Report  of  the  Ladies  Aid  Society 

OF  THE 

Medico-Chirurgical  Hospital. 

The  Ladies  Aid  Society  of  the  Medico-Chirurgical 
Hospital  has  had  an  unusually  busy  year,  and  the  results  of 
their  labors,  financially,  will  be  seen  from  the  Treasurer’s 
report.  The  money  collected  in  different  ways  is  exactly 
twice  the  amount  made  in  1895  and  three  times  the 
amount  made  in  1894,  the  first  year  of  the  society.  This 
proves  not  only  that  the  members  are  more  active,  but 
that  the  charity  itself  has  been  brought  more  prominently 
before  the  public. 

Nine  new  members  have  been  added  to  the  roll. 

The  principal  work  accomplished  by  the  Board  has 
been  the  furnishing  of  private  rooms,  the  painting 
and  re-flooring  of  the  interior  of  the  Hospital  building, 
and  the  equipping  of  the  four  diet  kitchens  with  steam 
tables  and  fixtures.  The  general  supplies  of  the  Hospital 
have  been  very  greatly  augmented  by  large  quantities  of 
linen,  groceries,  money,  etc. 

Various  entertainments  have  been  given  during  the 
past  year,  the  chief  of  which  were  a  benefit  performance 
in  February,  by  the  “  He  Wolf  Hopper  Opera  Company,” 
when  a  large  sum  of  money  was  realized,  and  in  April 
a  reception  to  Mr.  Joseph  Jefferson,  who  subsequently 
presented  his  cheque  to  the  Board  to  furnish  a  private 
room  in  his  name.  This  has  been  done,  and  the  Joseph 
Jefferson  Boom  is  now  one  of  the  most  appreciated  gifts 
the  Hospital  has  ever  received. 
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In  April  also,  Mrs.  W.  Frank  Haehnlen  gave  a 
Progressive  Euchre  Party  at  the  Hotel  Walton,  which 
brought  in  a  sum  of  money  sufficient  to  paint  the 
Maternity  Department. 

In  December,  Mrs.  Lewis  held  a  Doll’s  Fair,  the 
proceeds  of  which  will  be  devoted  to  providing  cots  in 
the  Children’s  Department. 

The  Cooking  Lectures  have  been  continued  under 
Mrs.  Borer’s  direction  to  the  mutual  benefit  of  nurses  and 
invalids. 

The  ladies  desire  to  thank  the  large  circle  of  friends 
who  have  been  so  exceptionally  generous  this  year, 
especially  John  J.  DeZouche  k  Co.,  William  Boyd  k 
Sons  and  many  others. 

The  proceeds  of  Donation  Day,  both  in  money  and 
provisions,  far  surpassed  their  expectations. 

They  trust  that  their  proposed  efforts  in  the  coming 
year  may  meet  with  even  greater  success  than  heretofore. 
Although  much  has  been  done  to  assist  those  who 
voluntarily  care  for  the  sick  and  distressed  in  this 
Hospital,  it  is  not  a  tithe  part  of  what  might  be  accom¬ 
plished. 

The  Children’s  Department,  especially,  is  in  need  at 
times  of  many  articles  of  comfort  required  by  these  poor 
little  sufferers.  Donations  for  this  special  department  are 
therefore  very  urgently  asked  for.

Information  for  Applicants  for  Admission. 


Application  for  admission  to  the  School  must  be 
addressed  to  the  Directress  of  the  Training  School, 
Cherry  Street,  below  Eighteenth. 

Candidates  must  be  over  twenty  and  under  thirty- 
five  years  of  age.  They  must  be  in  good  health  and 
must  refer  to  two  responsible  persons,  who  shall  certify 
in  writing  as  to  their  moral  character. 

As  vacancies  occur  the  Directress  will  notify 
candidates  to  present  themselves  at  the  Hospital  to 
undergo  an  examination  for  admission.  This  examin¬ 
ation  will  refer  both  to  their  physical  condition  and 
education ;  the  latter  embraces  the  common  English 
branches. 

Applicants  who  successfully  pass  the  preliminary 
examination  will  be  admitted  to  the  School  for  a  period 
of  two  months  upon  probation.  At  the  end  of  the  pro¬ 
bationary  term  they  will  be  admitted  as  Pupil  Nurses 
upon  recommendation  of  the  Directress. 

Pupil  Nurses  must  sign  an  agreement  to  remain  three 
years  in  the  School  (including  the  term  of  probation)  and 
to  obey  the  rules ;  they  may,  however,  be  discharged  at 
any  time  for  misconduct  or  inefficiency. 

Probationary  and  Pupil  Nurses  will  receive  board, 
lodging,  washing,  and  medical  attendance  free. 
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Accepted  candidates  coming  to  the  Hospital  must 
bring  with  them  a  sufficient  supply  of  clothing,  which 
must  be  in  good  order.  All  clothing  must  be  plain  and 
marked  with  the  full  name.  The  following  is  a  list  of 
the  articles  required  :  Six  sets  of  under- clothing,  three 
night-dresses,  six  pairs  of  stockings,  three  dark  underskirts 
of  washable  material,  twelve  handkerchiefs,  three  out¬ 
door  dresses,  one  wrapper,  one  pair  of  dress  shoes  and  one 
bag  for  soiled  clothes. 

Probationary  and  Pupil  Nurses  are  required  to  wear 
the  uniform  of  the  Training  School,  which  will  be  given 
them  at  cost  price,  about  ten  dollars. 

During  the  period  of  probation,  nurses  will  receive 
no  compensation,  but  after  entering  the  School  as  Pupil 
Nurses,  they  will  receive  a  compensation  of  six  dollars  per 
month. 


Hours  of  Duty. 

Day  Nurses  from  7  A.  M.  to  8  P.  M.  For  rest  and 
recreation  they  are  allowed  one  hour  daily  ;  from  2  to  10 
P.  M.  weekly ;  and  four  hours  on  Sunday. 

Night  Nurses  from  8  P.  M.  to  7  A.  M.  They  are 
required  to  be  in  bed  from  9  A.  M.  to  4  p.  M. 

Each  nurse  is  allowed  two  weeks  vacation  a  year. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  have  recently  com¬ 
pleted  a  dormitory  for  Nurses,  which  is  thoroughly  fitted 
out  with  all  the  latest  sanitary  appointments.  It  is 
separated  from  the  general  Hospital,  thus  affording  quiet 
and  privacy  when  off  duty.  The  dormitory  comprises 
eighteen  bed-rooms,  each  one  of  which  accommodates 
from  two  to  three  nurses.  There  are  also  bath  and  toilet 
rooms,  a  large  and  well  ventilated  sitting  or  reception 
room,  and  a  covered  loggia  for  recreation. 
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Requirements  for  Graduation. 

First. — Three  full  years  spent  in  the  Training  School 
and  a  satisfactory  examination  on  the  subjects  taught 
during  the  course. 

Second. — Only  the  members  of  the  Training  School 
whose  term  expires  before  the  date  of  the  Commence¬ 
ment  exercises  will  be  considered  eligible  for  graduation. 

Third. — Members  of  the  Training  School  whose 
term  expires  after  the  date  of  graduation  will  be  given  a 
certificate,  but  will  have  to  wait  until  the  following 
Commencement  before  receiving  their  diploma. 

The  course  of  instruction  as  carried  out  in  the 
School,  gives  a  thoroughly  practical  and  scientific  educa¬ 
tion  in  all  the  departments  of  general  and  special  nursing. 

The  School  offers  excellent  facilities  to  women  who 
desire  to  fit  themselves  for  nursing  in  private  families. 
The  Hospital,  in  addition  to  its  extensive  wards,  contains 
a  large  number  of  private  rooms,  thus  giving  to  the 
Nurses  the  exceptional  advantage  of  being  educated  also 
in  private  nursing.

MATERNITY  DEPARTMENT 

OF  THE 

Medico-Chirurgical  Hospital. 

The  Maternity  Department  of  the  Hospital  is  situ¬ 
ated  on  the  corner  of  Eighteenth  and  Cherry  Streets.  It 
is  entirely  separate  from  the  general  hospital,  thus  afford¬ 
ing  every  opportunity  of  guarding  against  infection. 

The  interior  of  the  building  has  been  entirely  recon¬ 
structed  to  meet  the  exacting  demands  of  modern  aseptic 
ideas  in  the  management  of  labor.  With  a  capacity  for 
forty  beds,  there  are  special  wards  provided  for  women 
waiting  to  be  confined,  and  also  for  patients  during  con¬ 
valescence.  A  separate  room  is  devoted  entirely  to  the 
delivery  of  patients. 

The  Dispensary  service  of  the  department  occupies 
the  rooms  on  the  first  floor  of  the  building. 

The  plumbing  and  sanitary  arrangements  of  the 
Hospital  have  been  carefully  constructed  with  the  view 
of  lessening  to  a  minimum  the  dangers  of  infection  during 
labor  and  convalescence.  That  this  object  has  been  ac¬ 
complished  is  shown  by  the  report  of  the  obstetrician  in 
charge  of  the  department. 

The  marvelous  revolution  in  the  results  obtained 
during  the  last  decade  in  reducing  the  death  rate  in  child¬ 
bed  is  essentially  due  to  the  strict  application  of  modern 
aseptic  methods.  The  surroundings  of  the  poorer  classes 
in  their  homes  are,  as  a  rule,  unhygienic,  and  it  is  impos¬ 
sible,  even  with  the  most  careful  attention  to  asepsis,  to 
obtain  the  same  results  as  are  achieved  in  a  maternity 
hospital. 

The  Trustees  look  to  a  generous  public  to  assist  them 
in  enlarging  the  work  and  usefulness  of  this  department 
of  the  hospital.

The  Children’s  Department  of  the  Hospital  is 
situated  on  Eighteenth  above  Cherry  Street.  The 
building  is  separate  from  the  general  Hospital  and 
thoroughly  adapted  in  its  construction  for  the  careful 
treatment  of  sick  and  injured  children.  There  are  well 
ventilated  and  cheerful  wards,  bath-rooms  and  a  special 
diet  kitchen  for  the  preparation  of  food  not  cooked  in  the 
general  kitchen  of  the  main  Hospital. 

The  work  which  has  been  done  in  this  department 
during  the  past  year  has  been  very  satisfactory  to  the 
Trustees,  who  have  recognized  for  a  long  time  the  urgent 
necessity  for  a  special  hospital  in  which  poor  little  chil¬ 
dren  suffering  from  medical  and  surgical  diseases  may 
have  proper  care  and  skilful  treatment. 

The  expense  of  maintaining  this  department  has 
been  a  severe  tax  upon  the  treasury  of  the  Hospital 
owing  to  the  many  actual  requirements  of  the  children, 
and  the  Trustees  look  confidently  to  the  friends  of  the 
Hospital  for  assistance  during  the  coming  year.
